OUTLAWS HUNTED DOWN. 


Tlw Terror of the Colony of Victoria— 


E»d of the \otoi-lou* Kelly Baud. 
For some time past the colony of Vic- 


toria, in Australia, has been terrorized by 
•band of outlaws and assassins known 
U"'B 
About a year ago, savs 
« 
' 
r ago, savs 
the Melbourne Age, they ambushed and 
killed several mounted constables who 
were on their trail, and they have since 
then committed many depredations and 
outrages. They appear to have been 
perfectly safe in the confidence of the 
country people, among whom they mov- 
ed freely, and by whom they were shel- 
tered. About the 28th of last June news 
oamo to the police at Beualla that the 
Kelly gang had captured the village of 
Glenrowan, and wore in the hotel at that 
place, where thoy had about 40 people, 
young and old, 
prisoners. A special 
train, with a party of newspaper men 
police, and blacktrackers, started from 
Benalla to the scene of the outrage, but 
•topped short of the township, as the 
gang had torn up the track at a curve on 
the road, one side of which was a deep 
ravine. The intention was to dflch the 
tram and massacre the survivors. The 
design miscarried. On the arrival of the 
train at the depot a shot was fired, and 
the police and blacktrackers wore soon 
engaged :with the gang. Superintendent 
Hjiie wag wounded at the first shot. 
About 60 shota were fired through the 
water-boards of the hotel when screams 
of women and children induced the offi- 


cers to discontinue. After a pause the 
action cviiitinupd, tlic outlaws keopiug 
up:iM.-:uly lire (.11 
the ulticjers. 
Two 


children- a buy anil a girl—wore wound- 
ed. 
Ui'inl'nivoinents haying urrivcd, a 


heavy volley w:is poured into the house, 
anil Hryno, one ol the gang, was totally 
shot, Ned Kelly, the loader, left the 
hotel during the light, and returned in 
the. 
morning. It was nearly 8 o'clock 


when his tall figure wan HOeii close, bo- 
himl the line of police. At first it was 
thought it was a black fellow. He car- 
ried a groat 
coat under his arm, and 


walked coolly mid slowly among- the 
police. His head, chest, buck, and sides 
were all protected with heavy plates of 
quarter-inch iron. When within easy 
distance of Senior Constable Kelly, who 
was watching him. he fired. The'police 
then knew who he was, and fired on the 
ruffian. The contest became one which, 
from its remarkable nature, almost baffles 
description. Nine policeman joined in 
the conflict and fired point blank at Kel- 
ly, but although it was apparent that 
many of the shots struck him, in conse- 
quence of the way in which he staggered, 
yet be always recovered himself, ami, 
tapping his breast laughed derisively at 
his opponents, as he coolly returned their 
fire, fighting only with a revolver. It ap- 
peared as if ho was a fiend with :i churn:, 
ed life. For half an hour the strange 
combat was carried on. Then Sergeant 
Steele rapidly closed in on him," r..id 
when withiu only about ten yards of him, 
he 
fired 
two 
shots 
into his 


legs, 
and 
this 
brought the outlaw 


down. He wus wounded, and appeared 
still determined to carry on the. desper- 
ate conflict; but Steele bravely rushed in 
and seized the hand in whicli'lvelly held 
his revolver, the only weapon with which 
he was armed. He fired one shot after 
this, but without effect. 
When on the 


ground he roared with savage ferocity, 
cursing the police. 
Ultimately, he was 


stripped of his armor, and then became 
quiet and submissive, after which he was 
carried, bound, to the railway station by 
Sergeant Steele. This desperado is in 
jail. The prisoners meanwhile escaped 
from the hotel, and the fight was re- 
newed. 
Cannon was telegraphed for 


The, 
Bev. Father Tiernpy asked Kelly's 


sister to go to the house und tell tier 
brother to surrender. This young woman, 
well mounted and becomingly dressed, 
said she. would rather see hini'burned in 
the house than ask him to surrender. The 
firing was renewed, and at length in the 
presence of 200 spectators, the house was 
set on fire. Father Tierney went in amid 
the flames and rescued an old man named 
Sherry, one of the prisoners, who had 
been badly wounded, also the body of 
Byrne. Two other outlaws perished in 
the flames. The country people retained 
the bodies and threatened vengeance on 
the police. However, the Kelly gang in 
blotted out.

HOT SE FLIES. 


Moiiiclliiiig About Our Common House 


Flics by a l»rofcNMor in l»riiic«>t<ni 
Voiles*- 
Prof. G. Macloskie of Princeton Col- 


lege read a paper on " The Proboscis of 
the House Fly" before the New York 
Academy of Sciences the other evening, 
in the course of which he said: 


There are several flies which, by their 


attentions to us, compete for the title of 
house fly. Some of tliese (as tho blow 
fly) are so large and noisy that we shall 
not readily confound them with the true 
house fly. _ Others are so closely alike 
to the privileged domestic as to be readi- 
ly mistaken for it, and by their malprac- 
tices to bring upon it a bad reputation. 
Thus Stamaxys, the piercing fly, is 
sometimes very abundant in our houses, 
especially when the weather is growing 
cool; he loves the colder rooms, while 
Domestiea keeps to the warmer parts. 
Stamaxys rests head upward on our 
walla and gasaliers, while Domestiea 
prefers to Keep his head downward 
(ready to fly without turning a somer- 
sault). Stamaxys has a long, brown, 
ringed proboscis, like an elephant's 
trunk, only partially retractile, and able 
to pierce our skin, an offense which Do- 
mestiea seems incapable of. The struc- 
ture of the proboscis of both is, however, 
more closely alike than appears at first. 
Tachina and several other flies resemble 
the house fly more or less; and what we 
shall have to say of the proboscis of the 
'house fly will apply very closely to them 
all, and less closely, but still in consid- 
erable measure, to the whole order of 
Diptera or two-winged insects. 


It must bo acknowledged that our 


friend the domestic fly (mnsca domcs- 
tica) agrees with the others of his tribe 
in certain bad habits. His eggs are de- 
posited in stable manure and similar 
filthy places, and from this vile nursery 
he comes forth to invade our habita- 
tions, and, without ceremony or apolo- 
gy, to defile our furniture, to scrape the 
polish off our nice new books, to dip 
into our surgar bowls, and sip where he 
pleases on our breakfast tables. 
Dr. 


Harris was so much disgusted with tlin 
house fly that he wished to brand him 
as mutca fiarpyta, assuming that the 
American forms were distinct from the 
European; but Prof. A. S. Packard 
showed that they were not. 
During my 


examinations of different kinds of flies, 
I have often observed the piercing fly 
to have her head and proboscis crowded 
with eggs. Second thoughts suggested 
that these were not her own eggs; they 
were round, whereas her own eggs are 
elongated, anil the head is tho wrong 
end to have eggs. In other specimens 
I found that these eggs had develoved 
into anguillula worms, like tho paste 
eels that so readily appear in flam paste. 
The empty head and long shout of this 
fly seems to afford a comfortable means 
for the development of these animals; 
which it deposits in the food and other 
articles visited by it, and thus is sug- 
gested a life career of these eel-like 
worms, and one of the many ways in 
which the flies befoul wliat they do not 
consume. 
I have not, however, found 


evidence of this degree of vilenuss in the 
true house fly, and we must not rashly 
condemn him for the misdeeds of oth- 
ers. The house fly has big brains, and 
is very intelligent, and possesses a very 
curious mouth apparatus, a large swol- 
len proboscis, with an enlarged knob- 
like tip, in which the mouth is situated. 


Here the lecturer drew attention to 


the great picture of the lobster and 
pointed out some striking points of sim- 
ilarity in the structure of the fly and tho 
lobster, which are also to be noted in the 
cockroach. 
In all the order Diptera the 


mouth parts arc modified into organs ol 
suction or piercing and sucking com- 
bined ; but m the case of the house-ily 
there is a curious innovation. 
Tlio 


house-fly proboscis is retractile, being 
drawn back into the head whon. not in 


• use. "When protruded it consists of three 


parts—base, mid segment, and tip- 
each including one or more hard pieces, 
and all wrapped in a sheet of soft chit- 


, ine, which is interrupted at the mouth 


in front and along a groove on the supe- 
rior surface. 
The base consists of a 


large framework of hard cliitinc called 
the fulcrum, which turns upon its upper 
posterior processes, and the res!: of the 
proboscis turns on it in retraction ; two 
pairs of processes ; an arch bridging it 
over above, inside which the pharynx 
runs, and it is lined with muscles to con- 
tract or extend it; two pulps, not joint- 
ed, seated on a weak cross piece, of 
clutine; and a transparent funnel-shaped 
sheath, soft and membranous, mid di- 
rectly continuous with the walls of tho 
head. 


The mid-segment folds on the base 


with an elbow joint. Tin; shuatli sur- 
rounding it is open along thu upper sur- 
face, so as to receive the opemilum or 
covi;r piece, which is a slit tube, open 
on its lower surface, ovurhunu-inn- the 
mouth ciivily. 
H is jointed in from, and 


sends back into the basal segments two 
large tendons, which are right ;uid left 
of the fulcrum and arc connected with 
the distal .uud sub-distal processes of the 
fulcrum by muscles. Tlic floor of the 
mouth cavity is formed by what, I shall 
call an axis plate, running forward from 
the iulcrimi to the third segment, where 
it supports the 
tceth-bcarin"- bars 


VVithin the mouth cavity is a sharp- 
pointed tongue. The under side of the 
mid-segment is. a chin-piece floatino- in 
the sheath membrane, not articulated 
with any hard part, having a broad 
base, which is connected by a set of 
long muscles with the back inner side of 
the skull, and having a forked tip which 
is prolonged into two elastic rods so as 
to embrace the tip of the proboscis. 


_ I lie knob on tlie tip, bearing tho lips, 
is a singular scraping and suctional ap- 
paratus. 
The mouth openinn- is at its 


upper middle part, Its frame°workrests 
on two bars, right and left of the mouth, 
which are supported by the axis-plato 


\\hcnthesoft membrane wall of this 


segment is expanded it is found to pos- 
sess a system of transverse semi-canals, 
supported on chitinous half rings, which 
are forked at alternate ends and clastic. 
It is these semi-canals which o-ivc tha 
tip the rasping surf ace we can feel when 
the insect operates on our forehead, as 
also a system of absorbing channels 
They have been called false trachea;, 
and between their roots, supported by 
the circum-oral bars, are the Jly's teeth. 
The blow fly has as many as thirty teeth, 
in three rows on each side, and each 
tooth is bi-c'uspid. The honso-ily has 
fewer teeth and more complex, only one 
row of five or six on each side, and the 
teeth tri-cusped, the cusps being them- 
selves slightly toothed. 
The common 


green fly and another have teeth like the 
blow lly. 
Traces of the scoring made 


by the_blow fly's teeth have been found 
on a piece of sugar candy, the distance 
between the striae, as measured by a 
micrometer, corresponding with the dis- 
tance of the teeth from each other. 


It is understood that the fly with its 


teeth scrapes the hardened sun-nry mat- 
ter on the table, and then, by means of 
its saliva, melts this down so that it can 
scrape the sweet fluid into its false tra- 
chea; and thus convey it to its mouth. 
At the base of the knob, on its rear side, 
is a nervous ganglionic mass which 
sends out line filaments to smaJl ter- 
minal ganglia at the base of the lips in 
front. 
The supporting stalks of thcso 


terminal ganglia arej forked, so that 
each nerve filament comes to possess a 
pair of fine ganglia. 


The throat of the lly runs up'! inside 


the fulcrums, then receives two 'traeh- 
ejus-like salivary ducts, as it enters the 
mouth cavity between the oporeulum 
and the axle-plate, and thus it passes 
forward to the opening of the mouth in 
front. 


The protrusion of the fly's proboscis, 


the lecturer showed, was effected, not 
by the muscles, but chiefly by the chitin- 
ous membrane, disteiuled by air, and 
this is caused by the trachea! system of 
the insert. 
Muscles on the two sides 


of Ihe lip of the probosis enable the fly 
to bob its knotty snout from place to 
place as it, canters gayly over one's 
breakfast—and other muscular attach- 
ments on the upper or inner part of the 
elun piece, acting on thu two forking 
elastics rods which embrace the rear of 
the knobby end, pull back those rods 
and so open the lips in proper attitude 
to receive food. 


The humorist of the New York Times 


tells this tragic story of the opening of 
the new Opera-house in Lynn, Mass. 
The varnishing of the perforated wood- 
en seats, it appears, was neglected until 
the last moment, and then a quantity of 
Tarnish was hastily purchased of Mr. 
Brcwster, one of the leaders of the anti- 
Opera-house party. The narrative then 
proceeds: "The house was varnished 
on the last day of October and on the 
next evening it was opened by the new 
Pinafore Company. Every one of the 
700 seats was occupied, and it must bo 
admitted that among the audience were 
many of the leading citizens of the town 
and their wives and daughters. 
The 


first act of the play was listened to witli 
the most serious attention, and when 
the curtain fell not a single person went 
out for cloves. The manager was do- 
lighted, and remarked to the leading 
actor that he had never seen as intelli- 
gtmt an audience in the whole course of 
his We. The second act was received 
with the same quiet and attention, and 
there was even a look of painful anxiety 
in the face of several of the men in the 
audience. 
Sir Joseph began to fsel an- 


noyed at the solemnity of the audience, 
and asked the manager if the people 
toofe him for an undertaker and believed 
they were attending a blanked funeral. 
At the end of the act there was the sumo 
absence of any apparent thirst among the 
young men that had been noticed after 
the first act, and the actors began to en- 
tertain gloomy doubts as to whether beer 
was attainable in Lynn. The play came 
to an end and the curtain fell amid a 
silence as of the grave. 
The orchestra 


rose and departed, but the audience sat 
still. The manager came to the foot- 
lights and announced that the play was 
over, and, as the announcement had no 
apparent effect, begged to be informed 
whether the opera-house was a deaf and
